To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Border  Rural 

District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  Year 
1952. 

Owing  to  the  illness  and  death  of  your  former 
M.O.H.,  Dr.  A.  H.  Towers,  no  report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area  has  been  submitted 
since  1949.  The  Ministry  of  Health  have  asked  for 
full  reports  for  the  years  1950-51  but,  rather  than 
spend  time  in  producing  such  out  of  date  material  in 
detail,  I have  increased  the  number  and  scope  of  the 
statistical  tables  in  this  report,  thus  maintaining  some 
semblance  of  continuity  for  the  missed  years. 

In  1951,  the  City  of  Carlisle  extended  its  boun- 
daries and  absorbed  that  part  of  the  Border  Rural 
area,  consisting  of  Kingstown  and  part  of  Wigton 
Road  areas.  This  resulted  in  a slight  decrease  in  the 
total  acreage  of  the  area.  Despite  this,  it  will  be  noted 
that  the  population  has  increased  as  shown  by  the 
corrected  figure  of  30,200.  This  is  due  mainly  to  the 
increase  in  permanent  military  personnel  at  Hadrian’s 
Camp,  Houghton. 

The  Vital  Statistics  call  for  comment  in  that  the 
Death  Rate  at  10.7  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  the 
Border  Rural  District  and  compares  favourably  with 
the  figure  of  11.3  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  Birth  Rate  at  14.1  also  constitutes  a new  low 
record  and  compares  with  a rate  of  15.3  for  England 
and  Wales,  and  17.3  for  the  County  of  Cumberland. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  at  28.2  compares 
favourably  with  the  figure  of  27.6  for  England  and 
Wales. 

Infectious  Diseases  Notifications  showed  a mark- 
ed decrease  over  the  previous  year  as  there  were  no 
epidemics.  It  is  pleasing  to  report  that,  for  the  fourth 
year  in  succession,  no  case  of  Diphtheria  has  occurred. 


Special  attention  has  been  given  to  the  super- 
vision and  control  of  public  water  supplies  and  a more 
regular  system  of  bacteriological  sampling  and  in- 
spections was  initiated  during  the  year. 

I wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  of  the 
valuable  help  and  advice  of  your  Chief  Sanitary  In- 
spector and  Housing  Officer,  Mr.  J.  S.  Watson,  Coming 
to  a new  district,  his  willing  help  and  wise  counsel 
have  been  of  very  great  value. 

I would  also  thank  the  other  members  of  the 
Health  Department  for  their  loyalty  and  willing  help. 

Thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Clerk  and  Engineer 
and  their  staffs  for  their  helpful  co-operation  and 
advice. 

Finally,  I would  express  my  grateful  thanks  to 
all  members  of  the  Council  for  the  kindly  interest  and 
encouraging  support  they  have  extended  to  me  since 
my  appointment.

The  Registrar-General’s  original  estimate  of  the 
total  population,  including  service  personnel,  was 
28,450,  showing  a slight  decrease  on  the  1951  figure. 
This  seemed  strange  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
military  establishments  in  the  district  had  increased. 
Eventually  an  amended  figure  of  30,200  was  received 
and  it  is  on  this  revised  figure  that  the  vital  statistics 
have  been  calculated.

Agriculture  and  Dairy  Farming  continue  to  be  the 
staple  industries  of  the  district.  Other  industries  in- 
clude coal-mining,  quarrying,  plaster  and  cement 
works,  brick-making  and  calico  works.  Considerable 
numbers  of  people  are  also  employed  in  the  R.A.F, 
Maintenance  Unit  and  Army  Depots  within  the  Border 
Rural  District. 


Apart  from  those  physically  handicapped,  whose 
disability  made  it  difficult  to  find  suitable  employment, 
there  was  practically  no  unemployment  in  the  area 
during  1952.

Infantile  Mortality; 

According  to  the  Registrar-General’s  figures  there 
were  12  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  during  1952, 
but  I have  only  been  able  to  trace  11  such  deaths.  The 
■following  table  gives  details  of  the  cause  of  death  and 
age  group.  The  case  classified  as  “ Cause  Unknown  ” 
referred  to  the  body  of  an  unidentified  female  child 
found  dead  at  the  edge  of  the  River  Eden,  within  the 
Border  Area.  Post  Mortem  examination  revealed  that 
the  child  had  lived  for  a few  minutes  but  no  definite 
cause  of  death  could  be  found.  Six  babies  died  in  hos- 
pital and  four  at  home,  while  the  eleventh  was  the 
unknown  child. 
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Details  of  Death  of  Infants  under  One  Year  of  Age. 
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I would  point  out  the  fallacy  of  attaching  too 
much  importance  to  Infantile  Mortality  Rates  which 
are  based  on  small  numbers.  The  accompanying  table 
shows  that,  in  England  and  Wales,  there  has  been  a 
steady  and  continuous  decline  in  the  past  ten  years, 
whereas,  in  the  Border  Area,  there  has  been  a marked 
fluctuation  over  the  same  period.  This  variation  is 
essentially  due  to  the  small  numbers  with  which  we 
are  concerned.

Maternal  Mortality: 

The  one  case  recorded  by  the  Registrar-General 
as  a Maternal  death  refers  to  a woman  of  50  years, 
who  was  certified  as  dying  of  — 

(a)  Cerebral  Haemorrhage. 

(b)  Chronic  Interstitial  Nephritis. 

(c)  Toxaemia  of  Pregnancy. 

On  investigation  it  was  found  that  the  pregnancy 
occurred  21  years  prior  to  the  woman’s  death.  I have 
not,  therefore,  considered  this  a maternal  death. 

Cancer  Mortality: 

The  Registrar-General’s  tables  show  that  there 
were  45  deaths  from  Cancer  (including  Leukaemia), 
21  males  and  24  females,  during  the  year  1952.  The 
location  of  the  disease  will  be  noted  in  the  table  show- 
ing the  general  causes  of  death. 
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The  mortality  rate  of  cancer  remains  more  or  less 
stationary  as  can  be  seen  from  the  accompanying” 
table  and  is  below  the  rate  for  the  country  g”onerally.

Deaths  from  All  Causes: 

The  total  deaths  showed  a considerable  fall  over 
the  previous  two  years,  322  as  compared  with  360  in 
1951  and  375  in  1950.  Associated  with  this  fall,  there 
was  an  increase  in  population,  resulting  in  a consider- 
ably leduced  death  rate  for  the  year.  In  fact  the  crude 
death  rate  of  10.7  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  the 
Border  Rural  District  Area  and  compares  with  the 
rate  of  11.3  for  England  and  Wales,  and  12.1  for  the 
County  of  Cumberland. 

As  in  previous  years,  diseases  of  the  Heart  and 
Circulatory  System,  accounted  for  ths  greatest  num- 
ber of  deaths — a total  of  137  representing  42.5%  of  all 
deaths.  This  percentage  shows  a slight  increase  over 
previous  years  and  is  a little  higher  than  for  the 
country  generally. 

Vascular  lesions  of  the  Nervous  System  (i.e. 
Cerebral  Haemorrhage  and  Thrombosis)  caused  58 
deaths,  equal  to  18%  of  all  deaths.  This  again  shows 
a slight  increase  over  the  local  and  general  figures. 

As  already  indicated  Cancer  accounted  for  14% 
of  all  deaths. 

Diseases  of  the  Respiratory  System,  excluding 
Tuberculosis,  accounted  for  16  deaths,  equal  to  5%  of 
all  deaths.  This  is  about  half  the  figure  for  the 
country  as  a whole. 

The  remaining  figures  showed  little  variations 
from  previous  years  and  call  for  no  special  comment.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
FOR  THE  AREA. 

Laboratory  Facilities: 

These  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Labora- 
tory Service  at  the  Cumberland  Infirmary  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  J.  Steven  Faulds,  to  whom  I would 
here  express  my  grateful  thanks  for  the  help  and 
advice  he  and  his  Staff  so  freely  gave  during  the  year. 

Ambulance  Facilities: 

The  Ambulance  service  is  the  responsibility  of 
the  County  Council  and  is  adequate  for  the  Area. 
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An  ambulance  for  the  Longftown-Brampton  dis- 
trict is  based  at  Kirklinton,  while  the  rest  of  the 
Border  Area  is  seiwed  from  Carlisle.  There  is  in  addi- 
tion an  Infectious  Disease  Ambulance  stationed  at 
Longtown  Hospital  and  “ sitting  case  ” cars  are  avail- 
able throughout  the  whole  area. 

Nursing  in  the  Home: 

The  County  Council,  as  the  Local  Health  Auth- 
ority, is  resix)nsible  for  the  provision  of  all  the  follow- 
ing services: 

Health  Visitors,  District  Nurses,  Mid  wives  and 

Home  Helps. 

The  whole  of  the  Border  Area  is  covered  by  13 
District  Nurse-Midwives,  there  being  12  actual  dis- 
tricts with  2 Nurses  for  the  Longtown  area.  Only 
one  Health  Visitor  is  available  who  works  chiefly  in 
the  Longtown-Brampton  area.  She  also  attends  the 
School  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics  at  Brampton  and 
Carlisle.  There  are  28  names  on  the  roll  of  Home 
Helps,  and  in  having  this  number  available,  the  Bor- 
der District  is  fortunate. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres: 

There  are  two  County  Council  Clinics  in  the  area : 
Union  Lane,  Brampton,  and  14  Portland  Square,  Car- 
lisle.

Dental  Clinics  are  also  held  at  Brampton,  Long- 
town and  Carlisle. 
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SANrrARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Water : 

On  first  taking  up  my  appointment  as  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  an  inspection  of  the  15  separate 
water  supplies  controlled  by  the  Border  Rural  District 
Council  was  carried  out  by  the  Water  Engineer  and 
myself.  As  a result  of  this  various  recommendations 
were  made,  some  of  which  were  completed  during  the 
year. 

I would  here  emphasise  the  importance  of  regular 
bacteriological  sampling  together  with  regular  in- 
spection and  maintenance  of  sources  and  distribution 
lines.  This  work,  however,  can  only  be  carried  out 
given  adequate  staff  and  transport  facilities. 

From  April  to  December,  1952,  85  samples  of 
water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination 
with  the  following  results:

In  addition  2 samples  were  sent  for  full  chemical 
analysis  and  both  were  reported  as  satisfactory.

Information  furnished  for  the  Annual  Report  of 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  by  the  Engineer’s  Dept, 
for  the  period  1/1/50  — 31/12/52. 

Water: 

Sampling  of  the  Council’s  sources  of  supply  have 
been  put  on  a more  realistic  footing  during  1952,  when 
a regular  system  was  introduced. 

The  results  generally  were  satisfactory,  and  as  a 
result  of  a few  doubtful  ones,  steps  to  improve  the 
intake  and  catchment  areas  have  been  carried  out 
with  satisfactory  results. 
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Schemes  to  afford  a higher  degree  of  protection 
against  chance  pollution  are  being  prepared  and  are 
to  cover  Wetheral,  Farlam  and  Banks  supplies. 

Improvements  and  extensions  to  supplies  include 
the  following: — 

(1)  Banks  Water  Supply.  The  substitution  of  new 
electrical  driven  ram  pumps  to  replace  the  old 
worn  out  hydrostat. 

(2)  Denton  Village  Supply.  The  provision  of  addi- 
tional storage. 

(3)  Gils’and.  The  laying  of  a 3"  main  from  the  Halt- 
whistle  supply.  Unfortunately  present  position 
limits  use  thereof,  and  is  restricted  to  supplying 
School  only. 

(4)  Crew  Fell  Extension.  Laying  of  mains  (18  miles 
approx.)  to  afford  supplies  to  the  Parishes  of 
Stapleton,  Bewcastle,  Nicholforest,  Solport  and 
Kirkandrews. 

(5)  Scraping  of  Existing  Mains.  Several  sections 
carried  out  in  Wetheral,  Wetheral  Shields  and 
Cargo  areas  with  consequent  improvements  in 
supply  in  those  districts.

Sow  erage. 

(1)  The  village  of  Irthington  was  provided  with 
sewers  and  outfall  works.

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Notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases  (Other  than  Tuberculosis) 
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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 


The  total  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases 
notified  during  the  year,  showed  a marked  decline 
over  the  previous  one.  This  was  chiefly  due  to  the 
absence  of  any  measles  epidemic,  there  being  only  86 
cases  of  measles  compared  with  320  in  1951.  There 
was  also  a decided  fall  in  the  notifications  of  dysen- 
tery, only  4 cases  as  against  64  in  the  previous  year. 
It  should  be  pointed  out  that  the  outbreak  in  1951  was 
confined  almost  entirely  to  the  inmates  of  Garlands 
Hospital  and  was  due  to  the  Sonne  type  of  infection. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

A total  of  19  cases  was  notified,  compared  with 
16  in  1951.  Of  this  number,  8 occurred  in  young 
military  personnel  in  Hadrian’s  Camp,  all  being  ad- 
mitted to  the  Camp  Isolation  Hospital.  Three  other 
cases  in  children  were  admitted  to  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital,  Cumberland  Infirmary.  With  one 
exception  afi  were  mild  types  of  infection  and  all  made 
good  recoveries.  The  one  severe  case  was  complicated 
by  a superadded  infection,  but  with  modern  antibiotic 
treatment  he,  too,  fully  recovered. 

Meas’es. 

A total  of  86  cases  was  notified  and,  to  my  know- 
ledge. three  were  admitted  to  hospital  on  account  of 
complications.  There  were  no  deaths  from  this  dis- 
ease. 

Whooping  Cough. 

There  were  32  cases,  compared  with  23  in  1951. 
Two  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital  but  there  were 
no  deaths. 

Pneumonia. 

Only  6 cases  of  pneumonia  were  notified  as 
against  14  in  the  previous  year.  There  were,  however, 
8 deaths  from  pneumonia  as  recorded  by  the  Registrar 
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General,  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  all  pneumo- 
nias are  not  notifiable,  hence  the  apparent  discrepancy. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis. 

Five  cases  were  notified,  3 paralytic  and  2 non- 
paralytic, and  all  were  removed  to  hospital  for  treat- 
ment. Curiously  enough  all  were  males  with  ages 
ranging  from  2f  years  — 30  years.  The  child  of  2 
years  and  9 months  was  acutely  ill  on  admission  to 
hospital  and  died  within  24  hours  of  bulbar  paralysis. 
One  man  of  24  had  paralysis  of  the  lower  limbs  and 
was  removed  to  Oswestry  Orthopaedic  Hospital  for 
further  treatment.  The  other  three  cases  made  com- 
plete recoveries. 

Despite  intensive  investigation,  no  contact  with 
a known  case  could  be  established,  but  two  cases  had 
visited  the  North-East,  where  there  w^as  a localised 
outbreak  of  the  disease  at  the  time  of  their  visit. 

Dysentery. 

Four  cases  were  notified  and  were  proved  bac- 
teriologically,  3 being  due  to  Sonne  Bacillus  and  one 
to  Flexner  Organism.  Two  occurred  in  inmates  of 
Garlands  Hospital  and  were  treated  successfully  by 
the  staff  there.  The  third  case  (a  boy  of  5 years)  was 
found  to  have  fallen  into  the  local  sewage  works  and 
was  probably  infected  from  this  source.  He  was 
treated  at  home  and  recovered  completely. 

The  fourth  case  (a  boy  of  9 years)  was  found  to 
be  infected  with  the  Flexner  Bacillus  and  was  ad- 
mitted to  I.D.  Hospital  for  treatment.  Investigation 
of  this  case  showed  that  the  boy  had  probably  been 
infected  while  staying  in  an  adjoining  county.  He  also 
made  a rapid  and  complete  recovery. 

Food  Poisoning. 

Five  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  The 
first  case  occurred  in  a boy  of  5 years  in  February, 
1952,  and  was  due  to  Salmonella  Dublin  Organism.  In 
point  of  fact,  the  boy  had  been  ill  intermittently  for 
several  months  before  the  correct  diagnosis  was  made. 
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He  was  found  to  have  a chronic  infection,  the  organ- 
ism being  recovered  from  stools  and  from  gland 
puncture.  Treatment  with  aureomycin  was  successful 
in  clearing  the  stools  of  infection,  but,  during  the 
past  year  he  has  had  to  be  re-admitted  to  hospital  for 
further  periods  of  treatment,  and  he  is  still  under 
hospital  supervision. 

The  other  four  were  true  food  poisoning  cases 
and  occurred  in  young  soldiers,  stationed  in  a camp 
within  the  Border  R.D.  area.  The  infection  was  due  to 
Salmonella  Thompson  and  was  eventually  traced  to 
food  contaminated  by  an  infected  canteen  worker  in 
a Carlisle  Canteen.  The  outbreak  was  confined  to  the 
four  soldiers  and  14  members  of  the  Canteen  Staff, 
ail  of  \vhom  were  treated  and  kept  under  supervision 
until  clear  of  infection.  The  investigation  of  the  out- 
break was  a combined  effort  on  the  part  of  the  M.O.H. 
of  Carlisle  and  Staff,  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Staff  of  the  Cumberland  Infirmary,  the  Military 
Medical  Officer  and  the  Health  Staff  of  the  Border 
Rural  District  Council. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

Four  cases  were  notified,  two  being  admitted  to 
hospital  and  two  treated  at  home.  There  were  no 
deaths. 

Meningococcal  Meningitis. 

Only  two  cases  were  confirmed  bacteriologicafly 
as  being  meningococcal  in  origin;  one,  a female  child 
of  24  years,  and  the  other  a young  soldier  of  18.  Both 
were  admitted  to  I.D,  Hospital  for  treatment  and  fully 
recovered. 

Diphtheria. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  no  case  was  notified — 
in  fact  no  case  of  Diphtheria  has  occurred  in  the  area 
for  the  past  four  years,  and  it  is  six  years  since  the 
last  death  from  the  disease  was  recorded. 

This  continued  freedom  from  what  was  a common 
and  dread  disease  is  entirely  due  to  the  preventive 
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work  of  the  Immunisation  Campaign,  commenced  in 
1940. 

In  the  decade  1931/40,  deaths  from  Diphtheria 
averaged  2,800  yearly,  while  notifications  were  over 
50,000  (England  and  Wales  figure).  In  1952,  there 
were  31  deaths  and  274  notifications  (9  months  only). 
Since  1944,  records  have  been  kept  of  corrected  diag- 
nosis following  notification,  and  the  following  figures 
are  worthy  of  consideration:

This  astonishing  and  almost  miraculous  fall  in 
deaths  and  notifications  is  entirely  due  to  the  pro- 
phylactic immunisation  of  babies  and  young  children. 
It  is  important,  therefore,  that  every  effort  should  be 
m.ade  to  maintain  a high  level  of  immunisation  at  all 
times.  Unfortunately  there  is  evidence  throughout 
the  country  generally  that  parents  are  not  responding 
so  well,  with  consequent  decline  in  the  numbers  of 
children  protected.  Should  this  fall  continue,  then 
undoubtedly  there  would  be  an  increase  of  Diphtheria 
cases.

In  the  above  total  of  34  notified  cases,  11  refer  to 
inward  transfer  cases,  i.e.  cases  previously  notified  in 
other  districts  but  who  moved  into  the  Border  Area 
during  the  year. 

The  total  Tuberculosis  deaths  as  given  by  the 
Registrar-General  was  two  Pulmonary  and  two  Non- 
pulmonary.  In  point  of  fact,  according  to  my  own 
records,  there  were  5 such  deaths  — 4 Pulmonary  and 
1 Non-pulmonary.  This  total  compares  with  10  Tuber- 
culosis deaths  in  1951  — all  Pulmonary  — and  a total 
of  5 in  1950. 

In  1951  the  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Service 
began  to  operate  in  this  area  for  the  first  time.  Public 
Sessions  were  held  at  Brampton  and  Carlisle,  while 
special  visits  were  paid  to  the  Army  Establishments 
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at  Longlown,  when  civilian  employees  had  the  oppor- 
tunity of  being  X-Rayed.  A visit  was  also  paid  to 
Garlands  Hospital  when  both  Patients  and  Staff  were 
X-Rayed. 

During  1952,  return  visits  were  paid  and  in  addi- 
tion the  Unit  visited  a local  factory  and  No.  14  Main- 
tenance Unit  (R.A.F.),  Kingstown.  A total  of  3,902 
of  the  general  population  was  thus  X-Rayed.  Five 
cases  of  active  Tub-erculosis  were  discovered  which 
were  previously  unknown. 

It  is  urged  that  the  public  should  take  advantage 
of  this  new  service  and  have  a yearly  check  on  their 
health  by  visiting  the  unit  when  operating  in  their 
area.

Housing  Act,  1949  — Improvements  to  Houses. 

The  above  Act,  which  provides  for  making  grants 
to  owners,  appears  to  have  got  off  to  a bad  start,  there 
being  few  applications  coming  forward  and  unneces- 
sarily long  delays  were  experienced  in  getting  them 
approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Gov- 
ernment. The  latter  difficulty  has.  however,  been 
overcome  and  the  Regional  Officers  of  the  Ministry,  I 
find,  are  most  helpful.  With  regard  to  the  number  of 
applications,  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  with  more 
publicity  being  given  to  the  Act  and  if  its  benefits 
become  more  widely  known,  more  applications  will  be 
received  — although  perhaps  the  biggest  single  deter- 
rent is  the  difficulty  many  owners  have  in  finding  their 
share  of  the  cost  of  improvements.  I am  sure  much 
good  work  can  be  done  and  I express  the  hope  that 
more  owners  will  take  advantage  of  it. 

The  following  work  was  carried  out  in  1952: 

Applications  received  — 9 in  respect  of  — 10 
houses. 
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Applications  approved  — 8 in  respect  of  — 9 
houses. 

Value  of  works  of  improvement  approved — £4,088 
13s.  6d. 

Value  of  grants  approved  — £2,041  14s.  6d. 

In  all  cases,  at  the  end  of  the  year  work  was 
either  completed  or  in  progress. 

Housing  Act,  1936  — Section  11. 

11  Houses  were  represented  as  unfit  for  human 
habitation  and  incapable  of  repair  at  reasonable  cost. 
In  all  cases  the  Council  rehoused  the  tenants  and  ac- 
cepted undertakings  that  the  houses  will  not  be  used 
for  human  habitation  until  they  have  been  rendered 
fit  for  that  purpose.  In  some  cases  it  is  not  antici- 
pated that  any  works  will  be  carried  out  to  make  the 
houses  fit,  but  it  was  found  impracticable  to  issue 
demolition  orders. 

A great  deal  of  work  remains  to  be  done  under 
this  Section  and  progress  is  very  slow.  The  provision 
of  suitable  alternative  accommodation  is  difficult, 
especially  where  unfit  houses  are  occupied  by  elderly 
people  at  low  rents. 

Drainage  and  Water  Closets. 

The  number  of  new  drainage  systems  installed 
and  water  closets  provided  in  place  of  earth  closets, 
privies,  etc.  is  56;  21  of  these  are  drained  to  the 
Council’s  sewers  and  35  to  cesspools.  In  addition,  20 
systems  draining  to  cesspools  have  been  connected  to 
the  Council’s  sewers. 

Water  Supplies. 

The  number  of  existing  houses  provided  with  a 
water  supply  from  the  Council’s  mains  is  47. 

Camping  Sites  and  Moveable  Dwellings. 

There  are  three  camping  sites  licensed  under 
Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  These 
have  been  conducted  satisfactorily  during  the  year. 
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In  addition  22  licences  were  issued  to  station 
moveable  dwellings. 

Moveable  dwellings  are  used  mainly  by  persons 
who  have  housing  difficulties,  whereas  before  1939 
they  were  used  chiefly  for  recreation  and  holidays. 
The  Council  have,  therefore,  adopted  a system  of 
annual  licensing  so  that  a reasonable  standard  of  re- 
pair and  sanitation  can  be  enforced. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations. 

9 distributors  of  milk  are  registered  under  the 
Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949,  5 of  which  have 
premises  outside  the  district.  These  distributors  sell 
milk  in  the  more  populous  parts  of  the  district;  else- 
where milk  is  sold  by  numerous  producer-retailers, 
over  whom  the  Council  has  no  control.

The  Pet  Animals  Act,  1951. 

The  above  Act,  regulating  the  sale  of  animals  as 
pets,  came  into  force  on  the  1st  April,  1952. 

No  applications  have  been  received  for  licences 
to  keep  such  pet  shops  in  this  district. 

Knackers’  Yards. 

There  are  two  Knackers’  Yards  in  the  district. 
Regular  inspections  were  made,  and  on  all  occasions 
they  were  found  to  be  conducted  in  a satisfactory 
manner. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act — Rodent  Control. 

The  Council  employ  a part-time  operator  who 
carries  out  treatment  on  the  Council’s  Refuse  Tips  and 
on  privately  owned  premises  on  a repayment  basis. 

The  following  is  the  scale  of  charges : — 

Small  houses  ...  15s.  Od.  per  treatment. 

Large  houses  ...  30s.  Od.  per  treatment. 

Other  premises  ...  Payment  in  full. 

(i.e.  for  operator’s  time, 
materials,  travelling,  etc.) 

The  scheme  operates  smoothly. 
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The  Fencing  of  Ricks  Regulation. 

Efforts  are  made  to  enforce  the  above  Regulation, 
but  generally  there  is  little  co-operation  by  farmers 
and  threshing  contractors. 

Refuse  Collection. 

One  small  addition  has  been  made  during  the 
year  to  the  area  collected. 

The  estimated  number  of  houses  receiving  a re- 
gular collection  is  6,100.  The  town  areas  of  Brampton 
and  Longtown  have  a twice-weekly  collection,  as  also 
Hadrian’s  Camp,  the  remainder  of  the  areas  being 
collected  once  weekly  with  the  exception  of  one  or 
two  small  hamlets  remotely  situated,  which  are  visit- 
ed fortnightly. 

The  scheme  of  refuse  collection  now  covers  about 
78%  of  the  houses  in  the  district;  those  not  covered  by 
the  service  being  in  remote  areas.  Although  requests 
are  still  received  to  extend  the  collection  to  include 
small  numbers  of  houses  often  at  considerable  dis- 
tances from  the  limits  of  the  present  collection  area,  I 
am  of  the  opinion  that  the  limit  has  now  almost  been 
reached  at  least  with  the  existing  vehicles  and  staff. 

However  desirable  a scheme  of  collection  may  be, 
it  is  obvious  there  will  always  be  a number  of  proper- 
ties which  will  never  be  included  in  the  service,  and  I 
feel  that  some  of  the  more  isolated  properties,  which 
usually  have  a fair  amount  of  land  and  which  make 
such  requests,  could  dispose  of  their  own  refuse  with 
little  trouble  and  a good  deal  cheaper  than  it  can  be 
done  by  the  local  authority. 

The  refuse  is  collected  by  two  10  cubic  yard  and 
one  7 cubic  yard  capacity  vehicles.  Experience  shows 
that  the  larger  type  of  vehicle  is  more  suitable  in  a 
district  of  this  extent  where  there  are  long  hauls  to 
the  various  tips. 

12  tips  are  in  use  at  present.  Castle  Carrock  and 
Linstock  tips  are  now  full  and  will  be  closed  in  the 
near  future.  It  will  be  necessary  for  these  to  be  re- 
placed. 
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From  the  following  table,  which  sets  out  the  cost 
of  collection,  it  will  be  noticed  that  the  cost  of  this 
service  is  continually  increasing  and  this  is  very 
largely  due  to  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  petrol,  the  in- 
crease during  the  year  under  this  headirug  alone  being 
£230. 

In  spite  of  this  increase,  the  cost  per  house  per 
annum  of  £1  Is.  9d.  can,  I think,  be  considered  reason- 
ably satisfactory. 


STATEMENT  OF  EXPENDITURE  AND  RECEIPTS 
FOR  REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  SALVAGE
